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Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 22-24 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The claimed invention is directed to a digital signal recording apparatus for 
recording digital compressed picture signal by using a rotary head in contact with 
running magnetic tape. The independent claims identify the feature of " generating the 
data for fast forward trick-play and the data for rewind trick-play on the basis of same 
picture information and different time information ". The closest prior art, Lane et al 
discloses a conventional recording/reproducing apparatus including trick-play back 
mode, either singularly or in combination fails to anticipate or render the above 
underlined limitations obvious.
